stormed the school building in a mad 
effort to reach the little ones today. 

Before the riot had been quelled sev- 
eral policemen had been seriously in- 
jured by the infuriated women and 
one of ‘the rioters had been arrested. 

For several days physicians of the 


— eyes and throats of the pupils. A 
contagious affection of the eyes had 
Spread from the homes of the Ital- 
fans in the vicinity of the school, and 
the doctors were directed to make an 
investigation to learn the cause and 
exterminate the disease. 

* of the pupils, upon going to 
their homes, told their parents that 
the “murder doctors’” wanted to cut 
thelr throats, and a frenzy that would 
not listen to reason spread among 
the mothers of the pupils.
